In a method of cutting steel under water 
recently developed in America, the equipment 
used is kuown as an electro-gasburning torch. 
lt consists essentially of a flat carbon electrode 
with two holes through its centre. This elec- 
trode is set in a combination holder that con- 
nects the carbon to the electric lead wire and 
the holes wita a gas hose, both of which 
ome down to the diver’s position in a single 
inanifold. ‘This, with a lite-line and air hose 
complete. the diver’s underwater equipment. 
Current for the torch is supplied by a genera- 
tor, and tanks of oxygen furnish the gas. 
Where gas and electricity are used in com- 
bination the cutting action is first the striking 
cf an arc by: touching the electrode to the 
point “at which the cutting is to be done. 
Then the carbon is pulled away quickly, until 
a long electric arc remains between the end of 
the electrode and the metal. When used 
under water the result of this electric arc is 
the formation of a pocket or globe of water 
vapour round the arc, so that the oxygen gas 
that flows through the pipes in the carbon to 
LS tip of the electrode is forced through a 
vapour area directly upon the metal to be 
burned.

COST OF FERNS WATER AND 
COTTAGE. SCHEMES. 


At the final ae” a of Enniscorthy Rural 
District Council the following letter was read 
from Mr. Flood, engineer:—‘‘The Ferns 
waterworks and the new cottage building 
scheme are now completed. The cost of both 
‘schemes amounted to £10,000 roughly, and as 
thy» work in both cases was carried out 
directly under the Council it involved an enor- 
mous amount of travelling by me.

Being a whole-time officer of 
your Council, I am not making any claim for 
extra work involved, but I respectfully sub- 
mit that I am entitled to the extra cost in 
travelling in connection with those schemes. I 
would be satisfied with a percentage of 14 per 
cent. on the outlay, This would no more 
than cover the expenses incurred over and 
above my ordinary work.”

BETTER CEMENTS REQUIRED. 


Mr. Thaddeus Merriman, Chief Engineer, 
Board of Water Supply, City of New York, 
states that : ‘‘Notwithstanding the great im- 
provements and. developments which have 
taken place recently in the metheds of manu- 
facture, there has been no substaatial change 
in the inherent characteristics of the cement 
itself since it was first produced. No new 
cements have been announced until quite, re- 
cently, as in the case of those based on a 
high alumina content, 

‘It is a surprising commentary, states 
Lieut.-Colonel D. R. Edgar, in the ‘ R.E, 
Journal,’ that in such an: important field of 
endeavour so relatively little positive advance 
in definite and specific knowledge should have 
been made. It is inevitable that a better 
cement will appear and displace that which 
now dominates the markets of ‘the world. The 
natural cement of 1890 gave way to the Port, 
land cement of to-day. In like manner, wil 
Portland cement yield its high position to 
some yet unknown successor ! The natural 
laws of progress and development are not to 
be denied.”’ 


MERSEY TUNNEL SCHEME.

Mr, Basil Mott, Président of the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers, gave details of the 
proposal to construct a tunnel under the Mer- 
sey between Liverpool and Birkenhead lefore 
the Lord Wemyss’ Select Committes of the 
House of Lords, and said that they would be 
able to make the tunnei absolutely water- 
tight and with no need for pumps.

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DEVELOPMENT OF. 
” ELECTRICITY. 


CONTINUED AND. RAPID 
' , INCREASE, 


The annual report of the Chief [Inspector 
of Factories and Workshops in Britain states 
that, taking industry as a whole, trade con- 
ditions have been bad, though there have 
been particular industries and branches of 
industry which have been very prosperous. 
It has been suggested in some quarters that 
older workers, more especially in the case of 


but the inspectors have not, in fact, obtained 
any evidence of this. 

Discussing trade developments, the report 
says that the new industrial areas continue 
to. grow, and the removal of factories from 
the centre to the outskirts of London is 
steadily increasing. Perhaps the most note- 
worthy development is the continued and 
rapid increase in the generation and use of 
electricity. Large new stations are being 
erected, while current is being distributed at 
voltages hardly thought of a few years ago. 
Importapt developments, too, have been 
taking place in the chemical industry. A 
new plant, the only one of its kind.in this 
country, has been erected in one area for the 
manufacture of sulphuric acid by the 
Schmieda] process; what is said to be the 
largest slecbel factory in Europe has béen 
started in the Hull district; and the use of 
liquid chlorine in large quantifies is increas- 
ing. Among other interesting mechanical! 
developments, the report mentions a new de- 
vice for speeding up the process of beer 
bottling, by means ef which bottles will be 
washed, dried, filled, and corked at the rate 
dozen per hour. 

number of registered factories in- 
creased in the year to 142,494, as against 
139,020 in 1923, but workshops declined from 
140,850 to 133,720, this being due largely to 
the introduction of electrical power. There 


is a tendency for the smal) places to be 
absorbed by the big, and, in particular, the 
smal] dressmaker and milliner can no longer 
compete with the large stores, which are 
able to supply every kind of ready-made 
clothing to suit all tastes and sizes. he 
development of motor transport has brought 
these stores nearer to the outlying conntry 
districts. 

The ee for 1924 and previous years are 

comparable only in the case of fatal 
accidents, which have jncreased by 89. The 
main reason for the increase in accidents is 
trade improvement in shipbuilding, and 
those industries which experience has shown 
are the chief accident producers, Shipbuild- 
ing accounted for 105 of the fatal accidents, 
the construction of buildings for 104, metal 
conversion and rolling mills contributed 97, 
and loading and unloading in docks 88. 
While the staff report few fresh develop- 
ments in “ Safety First” organisation, some 
slight progress has been made, and where an 
effective organisation is actually at work 
the results reported are remarkable. 
The report contains a review of the system 
of employment of women and young persons 
on the basis of two shifts, and states that 
the years 1921-24 have not provided a favour- 
able field for experiment, the depressed state 
of trade making it difficult to judge whether 
the demand for the two-shift system is likely 
to be extensive, or whether, if its operation 
is continued, advantage will be taken’ of it 
under normal conditions. 


REBUILDING WATERLOO 
BRIDGE. 


Further attempts are being made to induce 
the London County Council to reconsider their 
decision to rebuild Waterloo Bridge. A re- 
port has been submitted to the Council by 
the Conference of Societies who urge the pre- 
servation of the bridge by underpinning, and, 
as a result, it is hoped that the Council will 
refer the whole matter to an. independent 
tribunal. 

The report is the outcome of a deputation 
from the conference which waited last Feb- 
ruary on the Special Committee on Thames 
Bridges, and pleaded for a further inquiry 
before the demolition of the existing bridge 
was finally decided on. The committee re- 
plied that a start could not be made with the 
new bridge for some months, certainly not 
before duly, and if in the meantime any 
evidence against the destruction of the bridge 
were produced it could be considered. 

Relying on this undertaking, the conference 
at. once began te look for fresh evidence. As 
a result of thorough examination by indepen- 
dent engineers, the conference now report that 
they are able to present an unanswerable case, 
showing that on technical, artistic, and traffic 
grounds the destruction of the bridge cannot 
be justified. With the exception of one, all 
the engineers who have gone into the matter 
since last February take the view that the 
bridge can be preserved by a system of under- 
pinning. 

The conference includes representatives of 
the Royal Academy, the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, the Society for the Protec- 
tion of Ancient Buildings, the London Society, 
the Town Planning Institute, the Architec- 
ture Club, and a conference of engineers. Mr. 
Arthur Keen, F.R.1.B.A., is the chairman. 

Considerable importance is attached by the 
conference to the opinion of Mr. H. H. Dal. 
rymple-Hay, who has had a very wide experi- 
ence of underpinning and similar problems in 
connection with the underground railways of 
London. Mr. Dalrymple-Hay, at the request 
of the Society for the Protection of Ancient 
Buildings, prepared a report, setting forth a 
scheme for the replacement of the existing 
timber foundations of the piers by solid con- 
crete. In order to do this, compressed air 
chambers would be ‘used. Modern engineer- 
ing methods, he said, admitted of the concrete 
being placed in position under the piers with 
perfect safety, and without disturbing a single 
stone of the existing structure. 


£2.200,000 CONTRACT FOR 
BRITISH FIRM. 


The Minister of Public Works of Colombia, 
in the north-west of South America, has 
accepted the tender of Messrs. Norton- 
Grifiths and Co., Ltd., public works contrac. 
tors, Westminster, London, 8.W., to complete 
the construction of the Central Northern Rail. 
way, about 155 miles in length, between Moni- 
quira and Bucaramanga. 

The value of the contract, it is understood, 
is about £2,200,000 

The London firm had to meet keen compe- 
tition from American and German construc- 
tors, who already have interests in Colombia, 
Practically all the American offers guaranteed 
favourable credit terms for materials, but 
the prosperity of Colombia enabled the Go. 
vernment in placing the. contract to be ine 
dependent of such financial aid

This photograph shows on the right the 
frontage of the first section of the new Gene- 
tal Post Office in Henry street. The building 
has been constructed from the designs of Mr. 
T.. J. Byrne, A.R.I.B.A., Principal Archi- 
tect of the Commissioners of Public Works. 

The general scheme provides for a line of 
shops on the ground floor, “with the postal 
offices above. Four of these shop sites— Nos. 
24, 25, 27 and 28—are already taken up. 

A similar range of buildings will front 
Princes street, and an arcade of shops 20 
feet wide will connect the two thoroughfares, 
while blocks of postal offices will occupy the 
central area. The arcade will enter from No. 
26 Henry street. 

The section of the new Post Office illus- 
trated here is situated opposite Moore street, 
and on the site occupied in 1916 .by the 
Coliseum Theatre. 

The postal authorities acquired considerable 
ground adjoining their old premises with the 
object of ultimately bringing together under 
one roof all the departments of the services, 
which for many years have been scattered 
in various parts of the city. 

The old wall in Henry street has been 
taken down, and the contract for rebuilding 
the front section in Sackville street has just 
been placed, á 

Further sections oí the building will be 
taken in hand from time to time. 

A number oí the sites for the shops in 
Henry street have already been let, and ten-

ACT PASSED BY OIREACHTAS. 

The last business transacted by the Senate 
before it adjourned until November órd was 
to pass the Dublin Reconstruction (Emer- 
gency Provisions Amendment) Bill, 1925, 
which, with the principal Act passed last 
year, wil! now be construed as one and cited 
together as the Dublin Reconstruction (Emer- 
gency Provisions) Acts, 1924 and 1925. The 
object is to enable the ges given to the 
Dublin Corporation to be exercised at an 
earlier date than provided for in the original 
Act. 

Clause 2 provides that the time allowed 
for rebuilding under the principal Act, to 
these to whom compensation for destruction 
ot premises has been awarded, shall be ge- 
duced by nine months, and the Minister may 
exercise the power he is given under Section 
7 at any time after the expiration of three 
months from the passing of the Act. 

Mr. Dowdall, in the Senate, suggested to 
the Minister for Local Government that 
reasonable notice of the change should be 
given to the persons concert before any 
action was taken under this Act. 

Mr. Burke, Minister for Local Government, 
said that he would consider the matter. 

President Cosgrave in Dail Eireann said 
that the real object of the bill was to ex- 
pedite the building of property destroyed in 
some cases in 1916. Certain infirmities in the 
Dublin Reconstruction (Emergency Provi- 
sions) Bill only recently came to notice. 
Compensation had been paid in cases where 
leases were héld in respect of certain pro- 
perty, and what happened in the few cases 
was that the landlords got paid rent and 
rates in one amount. Under the Local Govern. 
ment Act it was intended to give the benefit 
of the lower rate to the tenant in occupation, 
and in the amending bill provision has been 
made for the tenant to get the advantage 
which in the ordinary way would have ac- 
crued to the landlord. It was only fair to 
make the position of the tenant secure. 


NEW WATER FILTRATION 
POLICY.

Sir Alexander Houston, Director of Water 
Examination, Metropolitan Water Board, 
read ae dealing with “ The Purification 
of London's Water Supply.” The old Lon- 
don water companies relied for purification 
purposes on sand filtration at the exceedingly 
slow raíé of rather less than two gallons per 
square foot per hour, and there could be no 
question that the methods adopted in those 
days formed a pattern to the whole world. 

The filtration policy of the Board was now 
being modified in the light of present know- 
ledge. The outcome at some of the works 
was likely to he very rapid filtration, without 
coagulants, through primary filters (say, at 
the rate of 100-200 gallons per square foot 
per hour), and final filtration through slow 
sand filters worked possibly at two, three or 
more times the normal rate. In addition, 
chlorination would be carried out—at all 
events until the safetv of the new departures 
from old-established procedure had been 
proven up to the hilt. A battery of rapid 
filters had been installed at Barn Elms for 
some time past, and the results obtained 
had been of an encouraging nature.

STEEL TRADE DEPRESSION. 


i 


Sir William Joynson-Hicks, the Home Sec- 
retary, said the most difficult thing Britain 
had to face was unemployment, and the only 
way that could be cured was by work in the 
ordinary trade; of the country, not palliatives 
and artificial kinds of work. Their iron and 
steel manufactures were down to what they 
were in 1913, although the population was 


more tron and steel than before the war. The 
number of blast furnaces in operation had 
seriously diminished. The price of steel had 
gone up by 50 p.c. and coal 80 p.c. The 
cause of this was that the wages of iron and 
steel men were, in France £1 13s. 11d. per 
week, in Belgium £1 16s, 6d., in Germany 
£2 1s. 9d., and in England £3 3s. 7d. Be- 
sides that, those men abroad worked longer 
hours. 

“You have got three positions before you,”’ 
he proceede@ to say. “ The first is to turn 
your trade unions into Belgium or France, 
and get their rates of wages up to your own. 
Yon will find it a difficult thing doing that, 
for the trades unionists in those countries 
would not help, because they want to keep 
our markets. The second course is to reduce 
the rates of wages here. You do not want 
that, and I do not want that, for I believe 
not in low, but in high, wages.’ The third 
alternative—and | know of no other—is the 
one I have indicated to you, which will put 
this difficulty straight and restore prosperity 
to our land.”

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NEW LAMBETH BRIDGE, 


London County Council is to proceed with 
the construction of the new Lambeth Bridge, 
and the execution of the improvements at the 
Lambeth approach, for which powers have 
been obtained. The estimated cost of the 
works is £668,000. The powers obtained in 
the Act of last year were for the construe- 
tion of a steel arch bridge 60 ft. wide, with a 
carriageway 355 ft. wide and two footways 
each 12ft in width. In addition, powers 
were obtained for the diversion of the western 
end of Lambeth road, the widening of a short 
road, and the widening of 
Albert embankment and Lambeth Palace 
road, with a consequential alterations to the 
tramways on those roads. It is proposed 
that the bridge shall be one of five steel 
arches faced with granite and supported. with 
granite piers, the arches being elliptical in 
outline, the centre one having a span of about 
152 ft. and=the two adjoining ones spans of 
about 146 ft.; that the headway of the central 
arch above high water shall be 21 feet. and 
the gradients on the bridge and approaches 
about 1 in 50. The whole line of the bridge 
will be one uninterrupted curve and the 
parapet will be solid. 


BUILDING SOCIETIES. 
Striking figures as to the progress of the 
building society movement throughout the 


country were given at the annual conference’

Before the war the assets of the 
building societies of England and Wales 
were about £65,000,000. The figures for 


1924 were £142,000.000.

In the United 
States over 90 per cent. of all new roads are 
constructed of concrete, and the annual pro- 
gramme is over 8, miles.

which is often supposed is shown by the fact 
that about 1873 two were laid in Edinburgh, 
atid are still in fairly good condition. They 
consisted of a base of broken stone, rolled, 
with an upper goat of I-inch whinstone 
routed with 14 parts sea gravel and 1 part 
Portland cement well beaten down. The City 
Road Surveyor stated in 1920 that the main- 
tenance cost for one of these roads had been 
but £40 since the road was laid. So that, 
althotigh this was a very rudimentary kind 
of concrete road, it demohstrates the value 
of cement in road-making.

The first concrete road, as we understand 
it to-day, was laid in Chester in 1012, under 
the supervision of Me. Matthews Jones, the 
then City Surveyor. This was followed by 
two more in 1914, The new City Surveyor re- 
ported, eight years later, that the main. 
tenance cost up to date for these roads had 
only been that of tar-spraying. 

Largely owing to the War progress up to 
1919 was slow. Since that time, however, 
the concrete road has been making capid 
headway. At the end of 1919 there were 25 
concrete roads in the United Kingdom. At 
the end of 1922 there were 227, and to-day 
there are round about 600. 

The Borough of Southwark determined to 
give concrete roads a fair trial, and in 1919 
aid six, and has continued to lay concrete 
roads year by year ever since, and now has 
90 stretches, amounting to about ten miles, of 
such roads in the Borough, with a further 
programme in view. | 

Tilbury started with a short section in 
1910, and at the end of 1924 had about 15 
miles, representing over 100 roads. and 
streets. 

These were followed by other concrete 
roads in various parts of the country. Man- 
chester, for example, has 69 concréte roads 
with a mile&ge of.17; Liverpool has six 
miles, Middlesbrough has 25 roads with a 
mileage of seven, and at the end of 1925 the 
Surrey County Council, whose Surveyor, Mr. 
Robinson, has been laying concrete roads for 
some years, will have something like 25 miles. 

These are only a few instances, but they 
are sufficient to show that Public Authorities 
and Road Engineers have come to realise that 
the concrete road meets all requirements and 
is suitable for all kinds of traffic. 

These figures refer to public roads only, 
and. it is significant that those who once lay 
concrete roads invariably lay more.

INQUIRY COMMITTEE’S 
DECISION. 


The ‘District Committee of the Middle 
Ward of the County of Lanark on May 29 
appointed a Committee “ to inquire in detail 
into the methods and labour employed in 
connection with the production and erection 
of the “ Weir ” steel houses, with a view to 
enabling a decision to be come to as to 


mittee to Messrs. G. and J. Weir, Limited, 
for the supply of 100 houses was being ob- 
served by + ag Weir.” 

The Committee of Inquiry have now com- 
pleted their investigations and presented 
their report. It states that they visited 
Messrs. Weir's housing factory at-Cardonald 
on June ó, and there met Lord Weir and 
other representatives of the firm. Lord Weir 
described in detail the processes and class of 
labour employed in the production of the 
“ Weir ' houses, and. the Committee after- 
wards, witnessed the operations, which they 
describe in their report. At the Harthill 
one on June 11 they saw the laying of founda- 
ticns, erection of wall sections, and the fixing 
of roof couples. ‘The Committee claim that 
their investigations have covered the whole 
processes employed—the materials used and 
how these are supplied; the class of labour 
employed ; the rates of wages paid, the hours 
worked, and the conditions of labour gene- 
rally. Summing up their investigations, the 
Committee state that they have ascertained 
the dollowing facts :— 

(1) That all the materials used in the 
houses are purchased by Messrs. Weir in a 
fully manufactured state. No question of 
trade union conditions, accordingly, enters 
into this section of the work. 

(2) The operations in the housing factory 
consist of preparing the various sections of 
the houses for their ultimate use—patting to- 
gether the various wall, roof, floor, and par- 
tition sections, screwing or nailing them up, 
bending pipes, attaching couplings, fixing 
electric wire to frames, staining the wood, 
etc. No building craftsmen are employed. 

(3), The operations on the site consist of 
digging and laying foundations, assembling 
the units referred to in Number 2, fixing 
roof plates, putting on doors, glazing 
windows, fixing in baths, washhand basins, 
grates, etc., painting. 

Having considered the whole facts and per- 
sonally witnessed the various operations, the 
Ccmmittee have reached the followifig con- 
clusions :— 

(1) We are of opinion that the process of 
assembling and erecting the “ Weir ” type 
ot house 1s of a special character, and does 
not involve the. employment of building 
craftsmen. 

(2) We do not consider that the proposition 
of the Federation of Building Trades Opera- 
tives that the ‘‘ Weir” type of house is 
building work, in the sense and to the extent 
contended by them. is tenable. 

(3) We are of opinion that the arrange- 
ments made by Messrs. Weir for the applica- 
tion of the ordinary engineering trade rates 
of wages and conditions to the workmen em- 


ployed on the ‘‘ Weir ”’ ge unreasonable. 
(4) We are, accordingly, of thé opinion 
that, as at present advised, the District Com- 
mittee are not in a position to say that there 
has been any breach of contract on the part 
of Messrs. Weir. 
In a footnote, the Committee state :— 
‘There may be certain portions of the work 
which are executed in the same way as like 
work is carried out by the building trades— 
e.g., glazing of windows—but the extent of 
such work is so trifling that this does not 
affect our opinion on the general question. 
We desire to add that our conclusions are 
based solely upon the investigations which we 
ave made for the purpose of determining 
fetner Messrs, Weir were giving true effect 
o the conditions. of their contract. All 
other questions, to our mind, are beside this 
one issue which the District Committee have 
heen called upon to determine. We have, 
accordingly, excluded from our consideration 
all questions of the aims. and considerations 
which may have prompted Messrs. Weir to 
launch their scheme, and also any special ar- 
rangements which may have been set up by 
the building nt within itself dealing 
with rates of wages, labour, etc.
